Thia 
is a mnxim that i.s thoroughly iindorstooil by 
overy shrewd Govcnimoiil organ. Tho pross 
ill Greut Britain thul sustain tho Ministry uio 
always careful about giving tbe Ministry nn 
indisoriminBto support. Whqn tbo Govern- 
ment is right thoy mako the most of it ; but 
wbon the position is uiitoiiuhlo Ihcy oilher 
pass it over or iugeniously draw tho public 
mind Irom tho weaker points. Onv .\uw 
Wcstmiuster contomporaty, in il.^ now rule of 
Goverument defender, commits that iodisore- 
tion which is alwoys the result of want of 
exporieuco. Kopudiating everything ap- 
proaching to disoriminatioii, it {;oes at its 
work pell- moll, and gives to tlio Biitlioiitiii.i 
tho rao.st uiinualilied support. It does not 
see that such a course not only destroy.^ its 
own inQuence but injures the Oovernoicnl ; 
for when vro Gnd a man bolslorously uphold- 
ing a thing which every reasoiiablo person 
oondetnu.s, wo naturally suspect his iulcyrity 
or bis judgmunt on nialtorei o( loss doubtful 
character, and his inllucnco, if ho lias any 
at all, hoeonios projuJicinl ratbor than benca 
ficial to the cause. Oar New Westminster 
couleiuporary, unforlunatoly forilsolf.has given 
an indifcriiuiiialu support to all the unpopu- 
lar uicasiucs uf tho last mi.seliicvous legielativ 
session, and, lei.rning nothing from the past, 
holds itself roatly to endorse anything 
everything in tho future. Quo of its most 
recent juurnalistio blaadera is supporting tho 
export duty — not so much at the time when 
the duty wa3 put on, but after every miner 
has pronounced rgninst it iu the most un 
mistakablo tonus, \ovcr, wo beliove, Minco 
the cclobratod ta.'; that produced tho Amer- 
ican revolution ut '76 has there been a mure 
obDOxioDt measnro forced oa any people, am 
yet we have this " exponent of public 
opinion " olingiog to tho duty as if tho salva- 
tion of tho country dopcndsj on it. The 
folly of such a course is painfully patent ; lor 
GUI- cuiiteuiporary will have to .swallow, in a 
very few months, all that it has said in the 
measure's behalf. Tbe Governmout will, in 
spite of themselves, have either to repeal the 
duty Dliogother or reduce it to something 
almost inappreciablo in amount. The miners 
as a class coald have, and would havo, no ob 
jeclioo to ten cents an oiinco, merely to on- 
able tho Government to liavo some eon ol 
record of the ainuunt of gold laken from tbe 
country ; but anything higher than this thoy 
will not, we believe, in (be future pay. Tbe 
sooner, therefore, tbo British Columbian 
Government take raeasurca to roinove this 
serious cause of dissatislaotinn among tbe 
miners tho better. Wo caro not what argu- 
ments may bo adduced to show that the du ty 
is good in principle ; whenever n measure bC' 
comes so unpopular as to make tlio majority o 
the peop'.oserioualydisoontented that moment 
itshould be abrogated; foe the loas of vigor that 
is always entailed on a c ommunity by nbno.x 
ions legislation would more than count cr< 
balaooe a hundred times tbe amouut the 
Qoverameut might receive. 

The last number of our New Westminster 
contemporary shows no improvement on the 
past. A few days since we e.xpo.^od the want 
of ability or integrity on the part of tho (lov 
ernment of the neighbotiug colony iu allow 
ing elections to be held throughout the couu 
try without any established franohise, and 
Saturday's Columbian comes to oa full of tbe 
usual amount of non^sequilur ratiocination in 
defence of the Xew Weatmiustor authorities 
It sagely tells ns that the district " was loft 
in the bauds of tho magistralo and the eloc 
tors themselves," and that therefore tho Gov 
eiomcnt could not be responsible for tbe votes 
of the Obioese. Now it is rather amusing to 
talk of eltctors saying who shall and who 
shall not veto at an election ; but it is doubly 
so when these oleeturs have no dafined po; 
tinn, nn politiivil s/nln.i — v.'lieii, in fact, they 
have ill) 'raiHiliido. Kilher uveiybody on the 
mines — Cliiiianien, Indians and all — was a 
voter, or Ihcre was no voter at all, and the 
election is null and void. If everybody in 
tho mines was nn cloolor, who made the un 
heard of conditioBS but tho Govornmont ! and 
if nobody mu the niinos was an cloctur, wli 
di.sipialilied tin; people but the Fame author 
ity ? When wo blamed tho Now Wostniiii 
ster officials for debasing the elections for tlio 
Legislative Council, we took tho only gruuiu 
that OiinU! pos.sibly present itself, and our 
ooiitemiiorary ol tho Fraser river in tiyiii 
defend the pj.siiion of tbo authorities has 
fallen inl'i one ul his customary and ino.\tri 
0.tble dilotuinas. 

Two sessions of the Legislature of the 
neighboring colony have passed away and 
tlicro is no Franchise Act. The elections are 
merely mobs, whore overy person without 
regard to race or nationality votes. W'liothe 
this brilliant btato of allaira is allowed to 
on, in order to make tho oloolious a nullity 
any time tho Goveroor chooses to reject a 
" representotivo" and resort to tho "solootiog 
process; or whether it is to bring rcproBcnta 
tlOD 80 muoh into couteinpt that tho Ilmno 
Government v.'ill .shrink with dismay li 
granting any incte.ihrd pilvili'|.;es to th 
paople, it mailers lit'.lo— tbo (h.^graetlul lae 
llaods oat painfully piuriiinenl. At pr 
there is really no legal power to prevunt 
every Indian in British Columbia, or every 
Chinaman recording his vote; for in the 
iibsonco of any utaliite or nrdinanoe regului 
ing tlu! I (iialilii'ulion id votoia it clearly lol- 
lowii that all are placed on llio helf'-sam 
lontiiii;. ^'iit our logical eonloiii|)orary 
Fni'^or Uivar, iu its di)«roul; defoneo of an 
uatcDQblo and lidioulous position, tells as 
that tbo dlsgraoo of allowing CbiDamen (o 
vote was not to tho GoveroineQt bat to the 
Oatiboo miaers.

In the formation of thnir features 
Ihey aro certainly not snrpnsaod by liluropeua 
bonuty. The face is a fine oval, tbe nose the 
ilolicatoly chisolled G'-ecian ; they have a 
pair of bluck sparkling uycs, tbeir hair raven 
blaok and glossy, is neatly parted in front 
and then disposed of by being plaited in two 
tails and left to fall down the back ; their 
lips not thick but just properly full, a voice 
soft and musical, and woen they laugh they 
show a mnutbfttl of teeth snob as a duchess 
might envy. The men of Tahiti are tall, 
well built nnd ol fine proportions, many of 
them liavo countenances really handsonio, 
and in compli..\ion are not much darker than 
the lMiji;listi gipsey. Unlrainineli-d by the ru 
siraints of eivilizatioii lliey walk Iho eartli 
us if on a slajjc, but with both men uud 
women thoie is so mncli siiiiplioity, they arc 
80 artless, so kind, so cheerlul, so ever ready 
with a sinilo that it seemed to mu they leally 
must bo tho happiest people on the luoo of 
llie earth." 

S|leakin^ of the Island lie says . " .Nature 
has given them lor a ilwclliog one ol tbo 
most lovely epols in Iho world. The cliin.ite 
which is one uootinous enmiiicr laiiii.'d to 
coolness by llie Irado wiinls uvor bloiviiig is 
dc iciuus. Mere man seems Ireed from the 
primeval curse -here loll is unnecessary, and 
the sweat of ibe brow superfluous — all that i i 
retjuisito for Ihe support of man springs up 
spuutaiieously. Tho cocoa iiul, the bread 
fruit, tbe baoana, yield up for him their pre- 
cious siorua.

The ioleteeting lecture delivered on Friday 
evening by Mr. W. S. Bull to a cumetous 
assemblage of the members of the Institnle, 

on bis "Tiip from Melbourne lo Tahiti and 
other islands in the South Seas," is deserving 
of mora than a passing notice. The leclurer 
gave a very glowing representation of the 
charms of those islands generally, but more 
especially of Tahiti, wbicb be spoke of as 
carrying oD tbe palm for loveliness and beuuiy . 
A very interesting account was given of t'lu 
natives of these islands, their personal ap- 
pearance, habits, and maoocrs. Mr. Hull 
had the good fortune to visit these islands 
as a passenger in tbe Missionary bark John 
Williams, b^ wbiob an opportunity was af- 
forded of leeiog so many more of them thun 
tho ordinary trading vessels would have 
allowed of. A map of tho rente traversed 
was exhibited, from which tbo lecturer 
pointed out the islands visited, viz. : Tahiti, 
Haliaine, Itailea, .Margia, Karatonga, Ailalnki, 
Manou.j, Upolu, Savai. Walai Islands, ami 
Ni'W O'al.Mlonia. Specimens of nalivc cloth 
rroiii llio Fijees and Tuiigalaboo as well as 
llio liaudwritiiig of the natives, llio result ol 
mi.-sioi.ary teaching, were shown ; also a 
book of Iho .eeriptnres translated into ilie 
nalivo tongue, Irotn which llie natives arc 
instructed in Clirisliniiity. The ropresenia- 
lions of llio cb-ariDS of Tahiti and other is- 
lands excited ijuitu a desire on the purl of ibc 
members to visit Ibeni if opportunity favored. 
Tliu lecturor, speakinf; of his own feeling.s 
upon the matter, said that to do so was Ins 
lioyhoud's dream. Wo give an exlracl from 
the leoturo relulivo to the llrst view of Tahiti : 
1 hero ate shown at firsl three or four liii;^i' 
columus rising abruptly Irom tho sea, as il 
there was no low ground. We sigbiud it at 
u distance of 60 miles, but tbe evening was 
advanced— darkness soon gathered round us 
and shut it from View. Tbe next morning 
wo were clnso loland. Tahiti is very moiiu 
tainoiis. It looks indoed like a succession ol 
mountains, the whole tcrminaiing with a few 
rising niagniliceiilly above llic re.^t, and low- 
ermg alolt as if in proud and arrogant aupi ri- 
ority. Tho clou. Is still hung around some of 
the lofty moiiiituiii lo]iS| but, grad ually as llic 
Hull's rays incroa.-.ed in power lliey roll-'il 
away, and ri.-vealed Tahiti in all its beauty lo 
our delighted gaze. One dense mass ol t 
most Inxnriaiit vegetation mot our viow — ih» 
mountains were niolliod to their siinimils — ibe 
day was advancing— llie son shone brigliily. 
Tho beaulifiil verdure ol tho forest scenery, 
Willi all its varied .sluuio of greeo, light ami 
dark, stood in magnilicoul array before uj. 
It was u gorueous sight." ijpcaking of i'<i- 
pote, the capital of Tahiti, ho said :— " It 
prcBcnts, indeed, a pretty and piciurciripic 
appearance, greatly increased by the magni.- 
flcentmouD'ains riling behind. Tl.a bay is in 
tbo form of a semi-circle , the bouses, which 
are built with regularity, bIiiihI sumo diaianco 
back from the beach, leaving a broad roud in 
front ol thorn to the boaoli, on the ot'ior shlo 
of which are iiitrrsporscil fiiio lofty trees ol 
iiiiibrageoii.s eharnclur. The town of I'apele, 
ul lirsl fiigbl, looks as if it Coiitaiiio i only 
soino 80 or 100 houses, but iis you progii.KH 
you dii-covcr it lo be a town of considerable 
iiiilioriiuiiM, eoiitaiiiing soino tlirco or lour 
thousuiid iiiliabilants. Mlruets open out Iroiii 
the road lacing the bench, diverging right 
iiiul Icit, iiitorHocting each other ul righl iin.- 
i;les. These uro not more llian forty feet 
wide, unit open up dcliglilfiil oveniios, those 
ospecially viewed from tbo seo, with the 
vistu of Iho dislont forest, or from iheueo lo 
the sea. MagniUoont trees ot gigantic growth 
spring up OD eaob side of these little streets, 
sheltering tbem oomplelely from the sun.— - 
The cnooa nut tree, with Ils gtacefitl, feaibery 
branches, towers btgb above your bead ; the 
broad fruit tree, with its broad leaves and 
nuhio truit ; the orange tree bending with its 
inviting loati. Hero you see the graceful form
